The number of submarines which Ger- 
many has in service at present is not 
accurately known.

WOOD REBUKES 
PREACHER FOR 
SLUR AT ARMY 


General Says Pacifist 
Views Peril Nation 
Hearers Applaud. 


New York, March 12—Maj. Gen. 
Leonard Wood, stirerd by a criticiem 
of compulsory military service in an 
address at a banquet of the Economic 
club here tonight, turned on the speak- 
er, the Rev. Adolf A. Berle, formerly 
of Chicago, and widely known as a 
lecturer on educational topics, and de- 
clared that the doctrine he preached 
“means the murder of our sons and 
the dishonor of our women.” 

Gen. Wood had addressed the diners 
earlier in the evening. He asked for 
a second hearing after Dr. Berle had 
arraigned the advocates of compulsory 
military service and asserted that with 
three months’ training he could “ hold 
his own with any officer in the field.” 

Dr. Berle had said that preparedness 
had been “ harped upon by every secre- 
tary of war for thirty years and added 
that he saw no reason to become hyster- 
ical and attempt to organize an army 
in fifteen minutes larger than the Prus- 
Sian army before the war which re- 
quired 100 years to perfect. 


Wood Answers Pacifist Minister. 
Gen. Wood's reappearance brought the 
diners to their feet with cheers. ‘ 
Ot course, we want volunteer serv- 
ice, just as we want voluntary morality, 
just as we want everything that is 
good.“ asserted Gen. Wood, but none 
but a fool expects to get it.“ 

Gen. Wood appealed to the women 
present by saying: “The preceding 
speech is full of those principles which 
insure the useless sacrifice of life—the 
death of your sons. It is a wicked and 
absurd doctrine, full of untruths and 
falsehoods.” 

Then, turning to Dr. Berle, Gen. Wood 
declared: We have boys who are 
willing to serve; we are willing to die, 
but I hope we are better prepared to 
die than you are.” 


Guests Approve Wood’s Talk. 
Mayor Mitchel and a number of 
others crowded around Gen. Wood and 
shook his hand when he finished. 

Dr. John Grier Hibben, president of 
Princeton university, another speaker, 
asked whether the people of this coun- 
try were going to “interpret the flag 
only as a protection, not as a sacrifice.” 

Are we to be classed as degenerates 
in a crisis?“ he questioned. Other 
speakers were Mayor Mitchel, the Rev. 
Charles F. Aked, and Henry A. Garfieia, 
president of Williams college. 


The priests began intoning the religious 
service and they bowed their heads, 
these poor broken remains of men, pal- 
sied hands making uncertain signs of the 
cross on their breasts.

ON AMERICANS 


ZURICH, Switzerland, Sunday, March 
11, via Paris, March 12.—Laden with 
cigars, cigarets, and food showered 
upon them by the hospitable Swiss, fif- 
ty-nine of the Yarrowdale prisoners ar- 
rived in Zurich today. They had ar- 
rived at the German frontier at Lindau 
yesterday, after a continuous trip of 
fifty-two hours from the prison camp 
at Brandenburg. 

The men told of the severe treatment 
to which they had been subjected in 
the German prison camps at Neustre- 
litz, Dulman, and Brandenburg, where 
they as Americans, they said, were 
apparentiy singled out from all others. 
During their stay in Germany, they 
reported, they had subsisted on one al- 
lowance of soup daily and had made 
their long journey to the border on one 
such“ meal.“ 

There was hardly one of them who 
at one time or another, they declared, 
had not felt the fist of a German camp 
guard, and the squad of five soldiers 
which brought them to the border had 
exercised the privilege of abusing them 
The men tell of the terrible sufferings 
they underwent during a period of 
severe cold weather in Germany, due 
partly to lack of fuel, but more to the 
absence of shoes and clothing.

John W. Champion, executive secre- 
tary of the Chicago chapter of the 
American Red Cross, issued the follow 
ing statement last night: 

“John J. O’Connor, director of cen- 
tral division of the American Red Cross, 
left Chicago immediately upon receipt 
of news of the Indiana tornado disaster, 
arriving in Newcastle early in the day 
Monday.

The need for strict censorship of publicity in war 
times or during periods preparatory. te hostilities 
will be conceded by every responsible newspaper | 
man. But the censorship bill quoted in Mr. Hen- |- 
'| ming’s dispatch published yesterday, is likely to be 
a case of preventing one evil by accomplishing an- 


other even worse. 


In a country which possesses a highly effictent 
military system the proposed law would be toler- 
able perhaps though not desirable. In a country. 
Ifke ours at this time such a law would be a danger 


of the worst character. 


The executive branch of our government has dis- 
closed an Incapacity for foresight and for vigorous- 
ly thorough action that is primarily responsible for 
the deplorable fact of our present unpreparedness 
for war in spite of several years of imminent war 
Peril, Military efficiency has been-repeatedly em- 
barrassed by uncertain and inconsistent diplomatic 
considerations and no policy has yet been formu- 
lated for correcting our defense weakness. 

At the.same time, the legislative branch of gov- 
ernment has been unwilling to assume the initia- 
tive and has indulged in confused debate finally 
resulting in huge eleventh hour appropriations 
without relation to fundamental policy. 

It would be suicidal for the public to surrender 
the right of criticism in such cireumstances. We 
should simply be guaranteeing unchecked incom- 
petence and indecision. Our situation would be 
worse than that of England when Lord Northcliffe | 
staked his property and even his personal safety 
for the sake of forcing a hidébound war depart- | 
ment to face facts and correct conditions which 


were ruin to the allied cause. 


Thus far publicity has consisted in informing 
our own people, including many congressmen, of 
defects in our defense which every, military depart- 
ment jn the world knows to the last item. Fur- 
‘thermore, our means of preventing espionage are 
wholly inadequate to prevent it wen when jhe 
press is muzzled. Only a continental service would 
accomplish this, and it will take time to create 
that as everything else we need. Finally, it is 
perfectly possible to bring about a satisfactory ar- 
rangement with the press by which a thorough 
censorship of information can be maintained with- 
out resorting to a suppression of the right of 


legitimate criticism.

Every sort of town in the United States gets its 
due share of tle total increase in population, and 
a little mote. Population ot incorporated places 
of less than 2,500 inhabitants increased over a 
million and three-quarters in the 
period, and nearly three and a half millions since 
1890. At that date they had 7% per cent of the 
total population, and in 1910 nearly 9 per cent.

EADERS of R. D. Blackmore's 
popular novel Lorna Done 
and all those from this side of 
the Atlantic who have tgured 
through the southwest of Eng- 
land will de interested and gratified to 
learn that a scheme has just been com- 


‘pleted for the preservation in its pres- 
ent wild and natural state of that part 
of the counties of Devon and Somerset 
which is known as Exmoor. The great- 
er portion of it belongs to the Aclands. 

It is a mixture of moor and forest, of 


‘| hill and valley, and of table land sloping 


down to the Bristol channel—so wild, 


indeed, that the fine red deer have found 
‘ta refuge there in their wildest state ever 


since the very dawn of English history, 
while other dentsens of Exmoor are the 
Wild ponies, whose powers of rasist- 
ance to the flerceness of the elements 
can only be compared to those of the 
diminutive Siberian horses. 

Lovers of the picturesque have always 

feared lest Exmoor should in course of 
time become disfigured through agricul- 
tural or building enterprises or through 
being cut up into estates. This danger 
has now been eliminated through a 
somewhat singular agreement which has 
been concluded between the Aclands 
and the committee of the national trust 
for the preservation of places of historic 
interest and natural beauty, a state or- 
ganization of which the Earl of Plym- 
outh is the presiding officer. ; 
Sir Thomas Dyke Acland, his brother, 
the Rt. Hon. Arthur Acland, and his 
nephew, the Rt. Hon. Frans Aoiand, 
M. N. have united in granting Exmoor 
on lease to the national trust above 
mentioned for the term of 500 years. 
The lease is so devised that Sir Thomas 
and his successors will enjoy their pres- 
ent renta profita, and ordinary rights 
and powers of an owner, save that they 
will have no power to alienate them 
nor to develop the property for building, 
agricultural, or industrial purposes, and 
are under the obligation to preserye the 
property In its present beauty and nat- 
ural condition, It is an unusual and 
indeed unique arrangement, but one 
Which bids fatr to preserve Exmoor to 
the nation in its present condition for 
many centuries te come.

The Acland family, which has given 
evidence of such a remarkable amount 
of public spirit in alienating to the na- 
ttonal trust so many of its proprietary 


rights to Exmoor, is not unknown in the 


United States. One of them, John by 
name, commanded an English regiment 
in the American war of independenoe, 
and was accompanied to this country by 
his wife, Lady Harriet, daughter of the 
Earl of Uchester. Just before the sur- 
render of Saratoga, when Col. John Ac- 
land was lying dangerously wounded, 
Lady Harriet Acland obtained a permit. 
from Gen. Gates, commanding the Amer- 
ican forces, to pass through their lines 
and to visit her husband after almost 
losing her life in a flerce ice and snow 
storm in an open boat on the Hudson. 
The story of her devotion and of her 
adventures was recalled to mind nearly 
sixty years ago on the occasion of the 
visit to America of Edward VII., as

Council Bars Auto Parking 
in Rush Hours—Fixes 
“Loading Zones.” 


Special bulletin for straphangers: 

Seven weeks from today yoo may ex- 
pect to save several minutes every day 
getting inte the joop and going home 

Two important ordinances to relieve 
congestion and facilitate street car 
transportation in the downtown district 
— passed yesterday by the city coun- 

One prohibits the parking of vehicles 
in the loop district between 7 and 10 
o'clock in the morning and between 4 
and 7 in the evening. At the present 
time vehicles may stand for thirty min- 
utes anywhere in the loop from 6 a. m. 
to 7 p. m. Advocates of the change say 
it will tend to clear the street car tracks 
of traffic by enabling vehicles to travel 
beside the tracks. 

The second measure adoptéd by the 
council establishes loading zones at 
the principal street intersections to en- 
able passengers to get on and off street 
ears without interference. Within these 
sones, which extend 100 feet from the 
comer lot line, the parking of vehicles 
is prohibited. 


The “Loading Zones.“ 
"Following are the “loading zones" 
designated in the ordinance: 

State street: West side, north of 
Randolph street; also west side, 
north of Washington. 

Dearborn street: Dast side, south 
of Washington street; east aide, 
south of Randolph. :

THE ADVENTURES of JIMMIE DALE 


A Miscellany. 
ERE are some questions that 
have been urged upon my atten- 
tion more than once lately: Why 
are carrots good for children and 
what is their food value? What 
vegetables would help with the growth 
and development of a child's teeth? 
What about the combination of rice and 
raisins where rice is served as a vege- 
table? 

The number of food units in carrots 
after they are properly cooked is high 
for a vegetable, unless there is a mis- 
take in Mr. Atwater’s table. However, 
if they were cooked in water ai} that 
water was thrown away they might not 
average more than 200 per pound. If 
dry steamed and mashed they would 
yield about 1,700, before butter and sea- 
sonings were added. Steamed and 
mashed carrots are unbelievably differ- 
ent from carrots in a badly cooked 
boiled dinner. Such carrots give chil- 
dren much of what they need to keep 
their blood red, their appetite vigorous, 
their bowels well regulated, their glands 
doing their natural work. This latter 
matter is not much understood even by 
those who know most about it, but 
glandular troubles, have fer reaching 
effects. 

A child’s general healtli has an enor- 
mous effect on tooth growth, and as all 


health good, if they are rightly cooked, 
we might answer that all would help. 
Turnip top greeng and turnip itself con- 
tain the specific element in largest quan- 
tity of any of the vegetables which it is 
commonly believed most necessary for 
sound teeth. When I was a child we 
scraped up a raw turnip and thought it 
as delicious as the best fruit. In Hol- 
land children get a raw carrot for 
luncheon. 

Raisins are hardly suitable in rice 
when it is to be served as a vegetable. 

Mrs. B. L. wants to know if it is 
harmful to let cooked or uncooked foods 
stand for several hours in aluminum or 
tinware. This question could be an- 
swered at length. Probably no harm 
is done by letting cooked foods which 
are not acid stand in alu.ainum for 
some hours. Starchy foods blacken 
the kettle. We know that it is best to 
pour any food out of a tin can the 
moment it is opened, except perhaps 
those in oil. The fastidious do not allow 
any food except milk or fat to stand in 
tin, but as to the actual harm done in 
a few hours it would be hard to gpeak 
authoritatively.
